Raps Pro Moguls 
For Rule ‘Failure’ 


Dropping Of Non-Raiding Rule Called 
‘Shameful Indictment’ Of Pro Ball

Failure to establish a non-raiding agreement with college 
baseball is a “shameful indictment” of professional baseball, 
Branch Rickey Sr., chairman of the board of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates declared in an exclusive interview with COLLEGIATE 
BASEBALL, 

“Professional baseball has not played fair with the col- 
leges,” Rickey said. “They 
had a good, working rule 
and then threw it out. 
There was a rule that pro 
fessional baseball could not 
touch a college player after 
his freshman year. That 
was a. workable rule. And it 
should be_in effect today. 

“Tt is too bad that pro- 
fessional baseball ever 
_ scrapped :the ‘mule. It is too 
bad that the rule is not in 
use today. And this is a 
shameful indictment of pro- 
fessional baseball.” 

Ricky, one of baseball’s 
greats as a field manager 
and general manager, serv- 
ed on the major league 
committee which put the 
non - raiding rule in effect 
< several years ago.

“I suppose the college 
men will have to take their hats in their hands, get on their 
knees and beg to be allowed to meet with the professional 
committee. They had to do it before.”

Moundmate Rich Beumer, a 
fast-balling pitcher from St. Louis 
who built a 5-2 record with a 
nifty 188 ERA during the regu- 
lar season, had to shoulder the

off. 

Coaches in the NCAA playoff 
were unanimous in agreement 
that Orton was the outstanding 
catcher in the tourney. 

A sophomore in academic 
standing, ‘Notro,’ a nickname ap- 
plied him, is much higher in base- 
ball experience, were it classed 
academically: last season was his 
twelfth in organized baseball of 
one type or another.

AUSTIN, Texas — The Uni- 
versity of Texas, where 32 of 
43 Southwest Conference base- 
ball crowns have come to rest, 
may get an opportunity to see 
how the rest of. the conference 
lives this season. 

Longtime Longhorn Coach 
Bibb Falk, who has éarned a 
nationwide reputation as a 
molder of champions, hes per- 
haps his biggest job ever. A 
combination of graduation and 
professional scouts has left 
Falk with only three regulars 
of his 1958 champions and 
there’s not an infielder among 
them. 

The three returnees are high- 
quality performers, but even so 
they will be hard put to make 
up for the six regulars no long- 
er around. Returning Long- 
horns are Pitcher George My- 
ers, whose 12-1 record last year 
was the best of a UT pitcher in 
10 years, and Outfielders Wayne 
McDonald, a .311 hitter as a 
sophomore, and Pete Embry, 
a two-year letter winner and a 
.270 batsman last 

Gone are such worthies as 


Max Alvis, the SWC’s leading 
hitter in 1958; Woody Wood- 
man a .400 hitter last year and 
the spark of the UT infield for 
three seasons; Jerry Good, a 
consistent .300 hitter and a 
third-team all-American selec- 
tion two years ago; Ray Menge, 
a .300 hitter and a third-team 
all-American last year; Glen 
Von Rosenberg, a two-year let- 
terman infielder and Johnny 
Elam, a _ two-time letterman 
catcher. Menge was a scholastic 
casualty. 


Infield candidates include 
Mitch Baxter, a junior who fill- 
ed in well at times in 1958, and 
a soph crowd led by Phil Hipps. 
Menge’s outfield spot may even- 
tually go to basketballer Jay 
Arnette, a letterman in 1958 al- 
though never a regular. 


Pitching support for Myers, 
one of the few departments in 
which the Longhorns seemed 
lacking last year, should come 
from Senior Bob Sudderth, who 
has the ability to be much bet- 
ter than his 6-5 record of 1958

THE FUNDAMENTALS OF THIRD BASE PLAY 
Physical requirements: 
A. Good hands and good arm, being able to throw 


/ 


from any position. 
B. Agility. (Quick Reactions) 
C. Quick mind. 


Some fundamental tips for the third baseman: 
1. Always expect ball to be hit to you, in that way 
you.will always be ready. 
2. Know in advance how you will make the play. 


3. Shift your position 
according to each situation 
and each hitter. 

4. Go as far as possible 
to your left for ground 
balls. Field and throw from 
position ball is fielded. 


5. Throw overhand on 
balls fielded to the right or 
deep third. 


6. Throw sidearm to 
second base on balls fielded 
to left. 


7. Throw underhanded 
on bunts, unless you have 
time to straighten and 
throw. 

8. Don’t let the ball 
play you. 


9. Straddle bag to make tag. However, leave the 
bag if necessary to get the ball. 

Runner on first base, bunt situation—play on 
edge of grass, ready to charge if batsman de- 
clares himself. If anyone else fields ball, return 
and cover the bag. 

Runners on first and second, bunt situation— 
play a step or two in toward hitter and not 
more than two steps in from the base. This 
will enable third baseman to field ball bunted ° 
along line or cover third base in case the pitcher 
fields the ball. é 

When fielding a ground ball with less than two 
out and runners on first and second, make the 
play to second base for the double play. (Ex- 
ception—Slow hit ball.) 

With runner on second base, do not let the hitter 
pull you in by taking a bunt, allowing runner 
to steal third. Have shortstop alert you if runner 
goes. 

With runners.on the bases, always back up the 
pitcher on throws from first baseman. 

Keep the runner on third as close as possible 
by faking him back. 

Instruct the shortstop by word sign on cut off 
plays. 

Third baseman is cut-off man on all balls hit to 
left field. He should take a position about 50 
feet from home plate and line up the throw for 
the outfielder. 

Have a word sign with shortstop as to the type 
of each pitch. 

Late in the game, protecting a one run lead, 
play closer to the line than usual, preventing 
extra base hit down the line. 

Check each base runner as he rounds third base 
and make sure he touches the base. If he does 
not, call for the ball, touch the base and appeal 


to the umpire.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Difficult as it is to choose pre-season 
favorites, no one can overlook Michigan State as one of the better 
baseball teams in the Big Ten and District No. 4 and perhaps in 
the nation. The Spaftans, under Coach John H: Kobs (now in. his 
35th year), appear tough despite the loss of key players. 


Kobs, one of the most-respected 
veterans in the business, nearly 
won the Big Ten title last year.

Sportsmanship Rules 


EAST LANSING, Mich.—Seven recommendations to improve 
college baseball sportsmanship have been announced by John H. 
Kobs, Michigan State coach and chairman of the NCAA’s baseball 
rules committee. 


The recommendations, approved by the committee in Cin- 
cinnati last month at the NCAA meetings: 


1. Coaches should control players’ remarks at all times 
(This does not prohibit friendly banter). 


2. Malicious, cursing or personal remarks should not be tol- 
erated at any time. 


3. Base coaches should confine their remarks to their own 
teammates and not ride the opposing pitchers. 


4. Players should be impressed with the fact they are play- 
ing college baseball and not professional or semi-professional. 


5. Bench jockeys should not ride the opposing team during 
the pre-game workout. 


6. School administrators should help control unruly stu- 
dents and spectators. 


7. All coaches should re-read and abide by the Code of Ethics 
as printed in the Baseball Guide.
